“Iam sure the State will do every- 
thing in its power to aid the Uni- 
versity and the other educational in- 
stitutions,” said Governor Brandon. 
“But the State constitution Mmits our 
reyenue to the amount obtained from 
the 24 mills tax. If the entire State 
revenue were to be appropriated to 
the University by the Legislature it 
would not be sufficient for all its 
needs, regardless of the fact that we 
have numerous other institution which 
are calling for support. 

“Until the State Constitution is 
amended and a special tax for educa- 
tion is authorized the State will not 
be able to provide adequtely for the 
University. But such an amendment 
cannot be authorized soon, if ever, 
Meanwhile what is to become of the 
University and the hundreds of young 
men and women of Alabama who will 
be shut out .unless more buildings 
are erected at the State University? 

‘The people of Alabama must giva 
the necessary money. Every citizen 
of Alabama should feel himself obll- 
gated to contribute to the Million 
Dollar Campaign, for this is the peo 
ple’s University.”

ENROLLMENT GROWS RAPIDLY 


CAMPAIGN STARTS 


$1,000,000 NEEDED AT ONCE FOR 
NEW BUILDINGS ON 
CAMPUS. 


Increase of, 247 Per Cent In Ten 
Years Makes Expansion 


Necessary. 


University, Ala., Oct. 2.—The gates 


‘of the University of Alabama must 


be kept open to every young man 
and woman in Aiabama who desires 
a college education, 

Admittance to the State University 
has already boon denied to a large 
number of young women, because the 
applications this year far exceeded 
the number which could be accom- 
modated in the women’s dormitory. 
Soon the number of young men who 
can be given the opportunities of 
college education will have to be ar- 
bitrarily limited, because the State 
University with its capacity of 600 
students and its present enrollment 
of nearly 1900 cannot possible receive 
many more. ; 

The gates of the State University 
will soon be barred against a throng 
of young men and women unless re- 
lief is obtained. The Million Dollar 
Campaign of the University of Ala- 
bama is to supply that relief. 

In all parts of the State, teams of 
alumni and non-alumni are now at 
work. With the urgent necessity of 
the University at their driving force, 
with $1,900,000 as their goal, they 
hope to obtain the entire amount 
within a short time. 

Before this educational awakening 
in Alabama, the State University was 
small and grew very slowly. In 1902 
{t had only 235 students. In the ter 
years following, its enrollment showed 
an increase of only 145 students, to a 
total enrollment of 380 at the end of 
the session of 1911. : 

The next year the present period of 
rapid growth was started. In 1912 
the enrollment was 548, a greater in- 
crease in the number of students in 
one year than had been shown in all 
of the ten years before. The enroll- 
ment has climbed steadily and rapidly 
since then to 833 in 1917, to 1108 in 
1918, to 1211 in 1919, to 1480 in 1920, 
to 1633 in 1921, and this year the total 
is already 1887. 

In the past ten years the enrollment 
has increased 247 per cent. In the 
past twenty years the enrollment 
has increased more than 800 per cent. 
For the past five years the increase in 
the number of students each year has 
been grester than the total enrollment 
was twenty years ago. 

Logically, there should haye been a 
large increase in the number of build- 
ings and other physical facilities of the 
University during the past ten years 
to keep pace with the tremendous 
growth in enrollment, Such has not 
been the case. It is this fact which 
has made the success of the Million 
Dollar Campaign an imperative neces- 
sity. 

The only State appropriations for 
new buildings at the University in the 
past ten years have been $85,000 to 
pay part of the cust of erecting a new 
men’s gymnasium and the womon’s 
dormitory, and $116,000 for the new 
medical building, ‘he latter building 
was necessary for a newly created 
need at the University, and it aided 
not at all in giving rellef from the 
dangerously congesied conditions, The 
University today needs additional 
classroom space for 1800 students and 
additional dormitory space for 700 stu; 
dents. 

The gates of the State Univergity 
are closing. They inuat be kept open 
for the sake of Alabama’s young men 
and women! Ona Million Dollars 
must be given to kswp the gates open. 

The throng of students pressing 
toward the gates of the State Uni- 
versity—many of whom cannot enter 
unless the campaign is a success—is 
not visionary or imaginary. 

The rapid growth of the University 


has been chiefly due to the increas- TAX COLLECTOR'S AND ASSESSOR‘S

The University has grown 


most rapidly in the past ten years. 
The increase in the number of high 
school graduates has also been most 
rapid in the past ten years, 

Before 1909 when the State Legis 
lature provided appropriations for 
establishment of county high schools, 
there were scarcely any standard 
four-year high schools in Alabama 
outside of the larger cities. That 
appropriation caused the establish-

AUBURN. 


From a single apple tree in 
the orehard on the Experiment 
Station at Auburn 3,695 apples 


measuring 28 bushels and 
weigning 1,270 pounds were 
harvested this fall. The tree 


has a spread of 36 feet and 35 
such trees ave sufficient for 
one acre of land. 

According to Professor C. L. 
Isbell, of the horticultural de- 
partment, it was given one 
winter spray and six summer 
sprays. The ground around it 
has been properly cultivated 
throughout the year, and there 
is now on it a crop of cowpeas, 
sowed in the early summer. 
During the spring the fruit on 
it was thinned twice by stud- 
ents in fruit growing. 

To determine the profit on 
this tree this year Professor Is- 
Hell states that the cost of labor 
the cost of thinning, the cost of 
cultivation, and the interest on 
the investment subtracted from 
the total market value of the 
apples would leave a net profit 
of considerably more than $40.- 
00. The apples sold for a total 
of $56.00, or $2.00 per bushel. 

While it must be admitted 
that the tree is far above the 
avevage it is, however, very 
stroug evidence that there is 
money in raising apples in Ala- 
bama. ;

ALABAMA CROP VALUES 
SHOW BIG INCREASE. 


Alabama’s cotton crop foi 
the present season, as indicated 
by the condition reported as of 
September 25, will total $43,- 
000 bales, according to a state- 
ment issued Tuesday by F. W. 
Gist, federal and state agricul- 
tural statistician, following an- 
nouncement of the Washington 
Bureau report. 

This indication, it is pointed 
out, is slightly better than a 
month ago, when the forecasi 
for the Alabama crop was 
826,000 bales. Mr. Gist re- 
marks that “this volume of cot- 
ton is 45 per cent greater than 
was produced last year’, and 
adds: ‘The value of the pre- 
sent indicated crop at present 
prices is $96,940,000, compar- 
ed with a value last year of 


$55,680,000 or 75 per cent 
greater in money value than 
the former crop.”
